AN ACT10
RELATING TO EDUCATION; MAKING APPROPRIATIONS; DECLARING AN EMERGENCY.11

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF NEW MEXICO:13

Section 1.  SHORT TITLE.--This act may be cited as the "Education Appropriation Act".14
Section 2.  DEFINITIONS.--As used in the Education Appropriation Act:15

A.  "federal funds" means any payments by the United States government to state16
government or state agencies for specific purposes or in lieu of taxes, including grants,17
reimbursements and payments made in accordance with contracts or cooperative agreements, and18
shared revenue except those payments made in accordance with the federal Mineral Lands Leasing19
Act (30 USCA 181, et seq.) and the State and Local Fiscal Assistance Act of 1972 (31 USCA 1221-20
1264), as amended;21

B.  "general fund" means that fund created by Section 6-4-2 NMSA 1978 and includes22
federal Mineral Lands Leasing Act receipts; and23

C.  "other state funds" means:24
(1)  unencumbered nonreverting balances in state agency accounts, other than in25
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internal service funds accounts, appropriated by the Education Appropriation Act;1
(2)  all revenue available to state agencies from sources other than the general2

fund, internal service funds, interagency transfers and federal funds; and3
(3)  all revenue, the use of which is restricted by statute or agreement.4

Section 3.  FORMAT.--The general format of the appropriations set forth in the Education5
Appropriation Act with respect to symbols used, column headings and amounts stated are those used6
in the General Appropriation Act of 2004.  7

Section 4.  APPROPRIATIONS.--The appropriation for public school support in fiscal year 20058
shall be:9

The general fund appropriation to the transportation distribution includes sufficient funds14

for a one percent salary increase for transportation employees effective July 1, 2004.15
(3)  Supplemental distributions:16

The rate of distribution of the state equalization guarantee distribution shall be based on20

a program unit value determined by the secretary of public education.  The secretary shall21
establish a preliminary unit value to establish budgets for the 2004-2005 school year; and then22
upon verification of the number of units statewide for fiscal year 2005 but no later than January23
31, the secretary may adjust the program unit value. 24

The general fund appropriation for the state equalization guarantee distribution contains25
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sufficient funds to provide a one percent salary increase for teachers, other instructional staff1
and other certified staff and noncertified staff, effective July 1, 2004.2

For the 2004-2005 school year, the state equalization guarantee distribution contains3
sufficient funding for school districts implementing a formula-based program for the first time. 4
Those districts shall use current year membership in the calculation of program units for the new5
formula-based program.6

The general fund appropriation in the state equalization guarantee distribution reflects the7
deduction of federal revenues pursuant to Paragraph (2) of Subsection C of Section 22-8-25 NMSA8
1978 that includes payments commonly known as "impact aid funds" pursuant to 20 USCA 7701 et9
seq., formerly known as "P.L. 874 funds".10

The general fund appropriation to the public school fund shall be reduced by the amounts11
transferred to the public school fund from the current school fund and from the federal Mineral12
Lands Leasing Act (30 USCA 181, et seq.) receipts otherwise unappropriated.13

Any unexpended or unencumbered balance in the distributions authorized remaining at the end14
of fiscal year 2005 from appropriations made from the general fund shall revert to the general15
fund.16
